RAILROADS LOS 


Land Forfeited to the 


Government 


PORTLAND, Ore., April 25.—Feder- 


al Judge Charles F. Wolverton decided 
yesterday that 
the Southern 
Pacific 


and the-Oregon & California railroad 
companies must forfeit to the U. a. 
government about 200,000 acres of land 
which Is valued'at-$10,000,000 to $75,- 
000,000., The case will probably be ap- 
pealed. 


Interpreting 
the act 
of congress 


granting the land as an aid to rail- 
way construction the court held that 
congress 
intended 
that 
this 
land 


should be sold to'bona fide settlers In 
'tracts of not more than 160 acres to 
one individual and at a price not ex- 
ceeding $2.50 an acre. 


Although he decided In favor of the 


government, Judge.Wolverton decided 
a'galnst the 5000 Individual intervenes 
In the case. He held that they had ac- 
quired no right .whatever, 
either by 


settling on tho land or by tendering 
the maximum sums' specified by the 
law. 


The effect of this portion of the'de- 


cision Is that the lands cannot be pro- 
cured by an individual until the presi- 
dent or congress again'opens them to 
entry. The 67 entrymen who had gone 
upon tho land as settlers before the 
suits of the government began also 
lose their claims and gained no advan- 
tage whatever by their period of set- 
tlement.

The question of Saying the dust on many of. our public streets wifh 


some process of oiling is one that may well receive careful study from the 


superintendent of streets. It is remembered what n nuisance the dust on (he 


the watering cart does not seem to Iny the dust very long at h time. The 


action of vehicles of all kinds .on the surface dressing of the smooth paved 


streets sels free a considerable quantity of dust. 
Being over a hard sur- 


face, this dust dries readily when wet and is soon, lifted into the air by 


the slightest bieezc or even by the wheels of au automobile. 


There, are various problems to he solved in connection with I lie oiling 


cf streets. For macadamized streets it is usually the most effective and 


most permanent method ollnying the dust.. Whether it can bo successfully 


used on a surface so hard ns that of the new smooth paving laid in Lowell, 


leiaains lo he determined. 
We have had some trouble over the. damage to 


ladies,' dresses caused by the splashing of oil by the wheels of autos skid- 


ding on the hard oily surface. 
That is one of the dangers that must be 


provided against in the case of oiled streets. The oiling process is .sneccss- 
lul only where the sticct surface absorbs the. oil. For |[,is reason the hard 
surface is usually ticated with thin or light oils. 


Various cities not any bigger than our own have oiling apparatus so 


that they^cau choose between oil and water for any particnt.nr street. 
The oil, of course, is mote expensive and the cost must ho provided for in

The question of laying the dust on many'of our public streets wilh 


some process of oiling is one that may well receive careful study from (he 


superintendent of streets. It is remembered what a nuisance the dust on flio 


r 
newly paved streets 1ms been during the past two years. Frequent use of 


the watering cart does not secui to lay the dust very long at n time. The 


action of vehicles of all kinds on tlie surface dressing of tlio smooth paved 


streets sets free a considerable quantity of dust. 
Being over a hard sur- 


face, this dust dries readily., when .wet and is soon lifted into the nir by 


the slightest breeze or even by the wheels of au automobile. 


There are various problems to bo solfed in connection with the oiling 


of streets. For macadamized streets it is usually the most effective 


Most.permanent method of laying; (he dust. Whether it can be successful!

The oil, of course, is more expensive and the cost must be provided for in 
a.proper wanner. 
In some cities it is p;iid tor by the abullers and is fni 


more satisfactory than a poor sprinktci\service for which there is an un- 
reasonable chaige. 
There tire so many oiling companies and so ninny 


different Kndb of oiling machines (bat Iliis street oiling problem is one that 


will stand considerable investigalion; yet a city like Lowell'will find all 
the information it needs within a radius of fifty miles. Boston, P.rovidenec. 
Worcester and other New England cilics have done enough'in this line to 
enlighten others in regard to material, methods and oxpehisc of oiling 
streets-. It is a ical pleasure lo ride on some of the metropolitan tind stnto 
highways when so thoroughly oiled I hat the surface is saturated,'and there 
is no indication either of dust or of superfluous.oil. 
It is possible that by 


judicious selection of machines und oil with skill in application, some 
streets can be oiled almost as cheaply as watered by the present system 
against which there ar'o many complaints. 


It is found that when oiled, macadamized streets lust much longer 


than if watered by sprinklers. The oil causes the surface to remain intact 
und to cohere rather than, disintegrate under the wheels of vehicles. In (inn 
the oil treatment of streets is one of such importance. Hint wo cannot much 
lunger afford to let it go by default.

THE 
OILING OF 
STREETS 


The question of laying Ihe dust on many of our public streets with 


some process pf oiling is one that may well leceive careful study from t|io 


superintendent of streets. It is remembered what a nuisance the dust OH the 


newly paved streets has been during tho past two yeais. Fiequen? use of 
the. watering cart does not seem to lay (he dust very long nt a time. The 
action of vehicles of all kinds on the .siufnce dressing of tho smooth paved 


streets 'sets free a considerable quantity of dust. Being over a hard sui- 


iapej, this, dust dries readily when wet and is soon lifted into the air by 


the slightest breeze or even by the wheels of an automobile. 


There arc various pioblcms to be solved in connection with the oiling 


of 'streets. For macadumized streets it is usually the most effective and 


most permanent method of laying the dust. Whether it can be successfully 
used on a surface so hard as that of tho new smooth paving laid in Lowell, 


icniains to be detcimmed. We have had some trouble over the damage to 


ladies' dresses caused bj tho splashing of oil by (lie wheels of nutos skid- 


ding on the hard oily suiface. That is one of the dangers that must be 
provided against in tho case of oiled streets. The oiling pior-csb is bncrcs-i- 
tul ouly where (he street suiface absorbs the oil. Foi this reason (h,c haul 
surface is usually tieatcd with thin or light oils. 


j 'Various cities not any bigger than our own Imve oiling .ippainfus so 


that they can choose between oil aud 'water for any pnitieulnv street. 
The .oil, of course, is more expensive and the cost must bo provided for in 
a proper manner. In some cities it is paid for bj tho abutteis and is fai 
more satisfactory than a poor spunkier sm-ico for which thcic is an 
reasonable chaige.
